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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed December 10, 2001 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 29-31 ,37and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Wood et al. (U.S 6,091 ,251). 

5. Wood (Fig. 1) discloses an interconnect structure (41) comprising a plurality of 
patterned conductors (45) to match corresponding contacts (27) on a semiconductor die 
(21), an attachment device (61, 51,53) arranged to press the semiconductor against the 
interconnect structure to provide electrical contact, the attachment device comprised of 
a spring element via the compressibility of the biasing conductive elastomeric material 
(53; Lines 44-46, Column 3), which inherently is comprised of conductive particles 
interspersed within the elastomeric material. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 36,39,40,44-47,50,51 ,54-56,63-65,68,69 and 73 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

7. Claims 54-56, 68 and 69 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not disclose or make obvious a second elastic member being 
positioned in the holes of the first elastic member, the conductive member comprising 
carbon, or an elastic member having a variable spring constant.
